In the terrilBo wind etorm v»hicb blew up 
suddenjy Sunday afternoon about half past 
four o'clock a s4d 'accident occurred at tho 
village of (?urnee causing great excitement 
to prevail at the vijlBge., The news of the 
nad accident reached Antiooh . about* five 
o'clock and spread over our village like" 
wildfire. 

- The accident . being of a peculiar nature 
a great many of bur citizen were loath i to 
credit tbe report -at first, when' it- was 
learned later in the evening from a ilie-. 
patch to relatives here tbe sad news was 
but too true.. 

The accident' resulted -in the death -of 
iiUle Arthur Gaggin, the 8-year-'old eon I of 
Professor Frank Goggad, superintendent 
of tbe Gurnco ecbools, and! -Mrs, UflRcin 
sustained injuries which may prove .fatal,' 
her relatives are feeling much alarm for 
her recovery. 

Little Arthur was the only child of Mr. 
and Mrs, Gaggin, and while bo was all tbe 
world to his parents yet the Httle fellow was 
dearly beloved by the community at large. 
The heart-broken parents have the sincere 
sympathy of a boat of friends in the entire 
county of Lake. 

Mr. Gaggin and family lived on* Dirkes 
Bron, property, On which is located a largo 
hennery, their rooms being un annex to the 
residence and but one story hi^b. i, 

It was about 4:30 o'clock when Mr, Gag- 
Kin paasinfr outsido the window of. a bed- 
room saw his wife sitting in a cbn'ir with 
her son standing in front of ber at which 
place tbey were watchinpr the- patslng of a 
train. of cars, the little follow boa just 
waved. his hand to pappa when tbe wind 
storm came tip. and an instant latei'Mr. 
Gaggin beard a terrific crash. 

Turning ho saw tbe largo chimney uped 
in heating the hennery and 3ftx3tti35ft ( 
had .been bio ft n o ver .to : the roof of the. frail 
annex falling directly above, where .his wife 
and bom wero sitting, Mr. Gaggin, > upon 
trying to gain an entrance found the -door 
baracaded from tbe pile of brick . that had 
made their way through the roof in tbe 
colapse - of the chimney.,- Had Mr.Gdgjiin* 
entered a minute before bo too would met 
with the same, misfortune, 
" . Tho" noise created by- the accident drew, a 
crowd of. neighbors and- after considerable 
work the mother and son were extricated 
from, the debris of the house and' chimiiey. 

Fifteen minutes later tbe boy died. H is 
injuries were recived over his left eve and 
a fractured bcuII.

> The funeral services were held at the An- 
tioch Christian church at one o'clock on 
Wednesday. Tbe floral tributes from num* 
eroua friends at Gurnet? as well as at this 
place were large and <■ meat beautiful, at- 
testing the high esteem in which Mr. and 
Mrs. Gaggin are held by tbe people and the

BETTER RURAL 8CH00L8. 

The enactment into law of the' principles 

■ of two bills now pending in the Legislature 
would open the way . for rural Illinois to 
obtain better schools at lower cost. One of 
these bills introduced by Mr. Abbott in tbo 
House and by Mr. Fuller in the Senate, 
authorizes school districts of more than four 

1 square miles in area to provide for the con- 
veyance of children to and from' school. 
Tho other, introduced by Mr. Drew in the 
House, provides for the consolidation of 
the school districts of a township. 

There were in Illinois last year 435 dis- 
trict schools with an enrollment of fewer 
than tod pupils each. Such schools, unless 
the teacher bo unusually Belf-sncrifictng, 
evidently cannot provide the education 
that every child baa a right to eipect. Such 
districts axe plainly too small and poor to 
provide good buildioga and well-trained 
teachers. For these cond itinera other states 
have found a remedy in school consolidation 
Seeing tbnt Ihe effort to bring the school 
to the child -resulted in poor schools' they 
are now permitting the child to be brought 

to the school. 

About thirty years ago Concord, Mass., 
began trying this plan. Instead of main- 
taining a school in every little neighborhood 
districts united to build central schools, to 
which the children were carried at public 
expense. The result was larger and more 
regular attendance, better schools, and low- 
er taxes. Montague, Mass., for example, 
has for twenty-five years carried ail child- 
ren to one central school, and has saved an 
average of $600 a year by the plan. 

Eingsville, Ohio, ten years ago closed 
four rural schools and brought their pupils 
In carriages to the village. Thus tho cost 
per pupil for those outside the village has 
been reduced from $22.75 to $12.25 a year, 
and the teachers ore better and the build- 
ings are more comfortable. Gustavns, 0., 
four years ago had nine eeperate schools, 
with a total attendance of 125. A. central 
building was erected and the children were 
brought to It. The school population bos 
not increased, but last year the attendance 
was 144, the cost per pupil $1,29 a year less, 
and the educational results were so much 
better that the town could not be persuaded 
to go back to the old method. 

These are simply specimen coses of tho 
benefits of abandoning the attempt to bring 
the school to all the children and of adopt- 
ing instead .the plan of earring the child- 
ren to the school. The economy of this 
plan is here emphasized, because the school 
is tho chief burden upon rural property. 
The other advantages of this plan are here 
emphasized because principal of the Mad- 
ison (Ohio) schools: "The pupiU enjoy the 
advantages of that interest and enthusiam 
which numbers bring ; tardiness and irreg- 
ular attendance reduced to i' minimum; no 
wet feet or clothing or sickness resulting 
therefrom; better school rooms, belter light- 
ed, heated,, and ventilated; better teachers. 

State Superintendent .Jones of Indiana, 
in an address to the educators now meeting 
here, declared the central school plan on 
unqualified success in hia state. It seems 
full time for Illinois to make similar steps 
for the improvement of it's rural schools. 
Superintendent Baylias, in bis last report, 
highly commended the plan. It remains

A Pi>«'r Bead M'l. -A . Tli sin at the Famen 1«- 
^lUUU.held aiMMoatm. 

Mr. President, Ladies and.Geritlemen: 

In the reading oE this paper ; to. yob to- 
day I shall just tnucb : Very' briefly on the 
early history of the Short-horn ' cattlej/fco w 
they originated, so fiir'as .wo, can' learn is 
very obscure.'.' Our eany SifSorians can give 
us full accounts of thc.TjJi'rty iutriguoe of 
the old-time monarch 1 * with a hiflh born 
wantou, or' n court farorits.. With some at^, 
tractive wench, but the domestic animals 
were below the diRnity of history. There 
is no doubt but what the Short-horns orig- 
inated on the northeastern .coast of Eng- 
land. We.knowri of no improvement in 
Short-horns until about 1720. It is caid 
they, were of extraordinary size, had course 
bends with short, stubbed horns. In col- 
or they were yellow red, deep red,, pure 
white, red'and white in patches, and roan. 
Some people think it strange that a Short- 
horn should be white, but it is and. lias 
always been a legitimate color, 

Mr. Milbank being one of the earl 
breeders of Short-horn's, it is said he bred 
and fed a five-year-old ox which, when 
slaughtered; the four quarters weighed 
2104 pounds, the tallow 224, and the hide 
151 pounds. He also raised a cow, that 
after producing several calves when slaugh- 
tered dressed 1540 pounds; she was a 
daughter to the celebrated Studley Bire, he 
being born in the year 1737. Hubback, 
bom in 1777, was another great sire, 

Robert Colling was tho breeder of the 
American cow. She was brought over 
from England about 1801, after a few years 
stay she was token back, after which she 
was the dam of Red. Rose. Mr. Bates 
purchased this heifer calling her Red Rose, 
the 1st, being tho first of Mr. Bates* won- 
derful breed of cattle. 

The first general importation of pure 
bred Short -noma .to this country was in 
1817, by Col. Lewis Sanders, of Kentucky, 
and that old state has been the home of 
the American Short-horn, and from there 
went the animals that were to better the 
vast herds of western range cattle. The 
Angua have been given the credit of this 
improvement to the range steer. •• If one 
would only stop to consider the' number of 
years the Short-horn, has been preparing 
the way for this improvent, before the 
other breeds came, nil would concede to 
the Short-horns, the stock-growers of this 
country are indebted for their commanding 
positions. I have heard farmerB say that 
they would like, to own a full-blood to im- 
prove tbeir stock, but they couldn't afford 
to pay the price. Perhaps next day one of 
these men would pay $20,00 for a Bcrub — 
to picture him out, be Is. a. mullet-hooded, 
leggy, ganky brute— tbatafterfeeding him 
all the corn he would eat for ten years he 
would weigh perhaps eight or nine hun- 
dred pounds, and the biggest port of that 
would be a. bellow; after keeping him three 
years, instead of improving his Block thby 
had depreciated, and worst of all) he had 
been ashmed to own him, so the first time 
Brown and Strang came around they 
would buy him for $20.00 and he would be 
dear at that. Another man who had been 
scrubby all his life (old his boys ho was go^ 
ing to attend that ere stock show at Chi- 
cago and if ho saw some calves there that 
was better hisen be was going to. .buy one. 
He came home from the show and report- 
ed them cattle he seed was all right and 
that he had bought a herd breeder for 
$100, The result: In the first place he 
wasn't ashmed to show him to hia neigh- 
bors, then bis steers at two years of age' he 
sold for $60 apiece, was offered the same 
for the heifers but he had too much sense 
to Bell, bat his scrubby neighbor 'over the 
fence would sell his steers and heifer for 
$25 apiece, the buyers remarking "too 
dear, they don't show the feed,." 

I have heard it stated it was all in the 
feed, which lean prove to be all wrong, 
oa I have three grade calves, two of (bom 
having just as good a show .as the full- 
bloods, but there ib such a difference in- 
them that the poorest judge in the 'country 
could pick them out, although the mothers 
are full bloods, 

Now soma of you, at eomo'tinie, have 
thought' of improving your herd; you 
would take the Stock Journal for a time, 
look at the pictures, read some': of it and 
then come to the conclusion it would be 
impossible to compete with tba old breed*' 
era, and didn't believe they would pay as 
well as taking milk to the factory; wife 
does most of the milking any way, and you 
like the job of going to the factory every 
morning just to find out the news and visit 
a little. Wife and ten-year-old Johnnie 
will have the chores done. Wife just said 
this morning she wished she didn't have 
to help milk twice a day, S55 days every 
year; but you feel it just rested a fellow to 
sit down and milk, and if milk would only 
stay up $1.00 per hundred pounds for four 
or five Tears may-be you could keep a man. 
So you keep right along the same old way, 
is a few years time you find yourself and 
wife broken down, poor health and poor in 
pocket. ' 

Full -blooded stock, like everything else,' 
hare their ups and downs, For the lait 
three yeara they have been paying hand- 
somely and I believe they always will. 

I would advise any man to steer clear of 
fancy breeders; that is,., men who alwayB 
feed tokeep their herd for show, having 
them doped .and fattened as Borne of 
the prize herds now are,- is Bura to be 
detrimental to their breading qualities. 
Of coarse they are rilce to look at . and we 
need some «f that kind for the shows, just 
to show people what can be .done, bat for 
the common breeder, \doa 't do iit, ioti fat 
covers up a multitude of abas... 

If one starts with the best their pocket

Short-horn is 
not ahead ns the .dual purpose cow,* for,' 
with the editor of tho Breedera Gazette,. I 
believe in her being made into beef with 
less feed than other breedsaftor serving her 
time at the milk pail,

Mr, A. G.'"Hopkin8, of the Wisconsin 
Collcgo of Agriculture; in writing of tho

Ho snyt< 
he haB no hesitation in saying tbo Short- 
horn will give ub the dual purpose animal. 
In proving bis statement he refers to, a 
herd of 118'grade Short-horns whose avor- 
oco production in' October for tbo whole 
herd was threQ-quurtera of a pound of but- 
ter per day. Then again lie stalei that al 
tho experiment station in Wisconsin, one 
Short-horn irrade in twelve monthB. time 
gavo 506 pounds of butter. Experts claim 
it takes three or more straight crossea of 
Short-horn blood to make tho dual purpose 
cow. 

No struggling farmer can afford to put 
feed intoacrub stock, and my advise to small 
farmers, or in fact ail of us of the north- 
west of limited means is, don't go into 
bebt for a drove of niilk cows, veal, your 
calves,' then sell your old cows for loss than 
you paid for them after feeding to fatten 
them, but have a few good ones, raise your 
young stock, let your calves have some of 
the cream even if yout milk check iBn't as 
large as your neighbor's from' the same 
number of cows, 

I'm not forty yet, .but 15 years along this 
lino hoa convinced me there is no better 
way and there is no better breed .than the 
good old Short- bora to help us out of the 
mire.

At the 
same time his obsess began to assume 
V natural color, ■ ' He lay la this . cond I- 
tlon for another half hour, but without 
regaining consciousness or appearlnsT 
to feel the effect* of the Inolelon. .Then 
there waa a reaction and respiration 
eeased, although the heart continued 
to act eight hours longer; A second ef- 
fort was 'made to Induce heart action, 
but \ without result — Minneapolis 
Times.

In these, bo doubt; ths 
mining population used to live, sad 
the difference In style suggest they 
were occupied for a long time. Berne 
are mere hovels, .Very roughly built; 
others show a more careful construc- 
tion,' while a third group are well fln- 
lahed. Mr,,MacAlllsler also found three 
rook-cut temples, for the soft stone 
leads itself to that hind of architecture. 
He .thinks lb at tbrtr pillars, though 
very primitive in style, Indicate Egyp- 
tian designs, with traces of Greek In- 
fluence. One, indeed, contains a crusey 
bllng inscription in that language.- 
Broken pottery, sometimes ornament- 
ed, Is abundant, but there Is me evi- 
dence that the neighborhood attracted 
visitors for any but business purp o s e s. 
Notwithstanding this, there was In 
those times a settled instead ef a 
nomad population, and travelers, ones 
,mutt have been rather frequent, for In 
one place many drawings of persons, 
animals and tribal marks are scratched 
upon ths rooks. Some of the figures 
evidently are much older than others, 
but as 'a whole they recall to memory 
the Slnaltlc Inscriptions which some 
forty years ago were believed . to be 
memories of the , .wanderings of the 
Israelites..

They repre- 
sent the solid honesty which stands 
midway -between the madness of a too 
rapid social reform and the. Insatiable; 
greed of the unscruplous who look 
upon the -whole world as a gold mite 
that belongs to them by right; of inhsr- 
itaace or purchase: Happy should -.be 
ths land where "this class la very greet; 
and It la greater In tho United State* 
than anywhere else In the world.
